Berlin, Sept. 5.—The Cologne Gazette 
l)uhllf.'hea an interview with one of the 
M'leedonian loaders, who is quoted as .say- 
invi that the Macedonian committee con­ 
trols an enormous quantity of dynamite, 
many guns and much ammunition and a 
large sum of money and is firmly re- 
.snived that unle.ss its efforts result in 
war between Bulgaria and Turkey or in 
European intervention, to destroy Mace­ 
donian cities with dynamite, burn vil­ 
lages and contaminate fountains and wa- 
tei- system s throughout the country. The 
eonamittee, this leader say.% firmly expects 
war, as otherwise anarchy m ight be car­ 
ried into Bulgaria and placed face to 
face with such an alternative. Bulgaria 
would prefer war, and upon this result 
Macedonian hone.s are also based. 


REPORTS OF FIGHTING. 


•Sofia, Sept. 5.—Latest details of fighting 
at Slrbfnoro state that three Insurgent 
bands, assisted by peasants, were engaged 
with a battalion of Turkish troops.

In a 
three hours fight at Kerikkoi, near Mal- 
koternovo, l>etween Turki.sh soldiers and 
a revolutionary band .the former lost 
twenty-five men and tw'o officers.

Turkish forces 
are reported to have entirely devastated 
the district of Kostear, in the vilayet of 
Monastir, and to have burned every vil­ 
lage in the district.

CBANKTHREATENS HAY 


Wanted Claim of ^ 0 ,0 0 0 Paid 
—Will be Examined for 
Sanity. 


New. York, Sept. 5.—Francis Beque, aged 
46. a photographi?r, was committed to 
Bellevue hospital to day to be examin<Hi 
as to sanity, 
Beuque was arrested for 
writing a letter to Secretary State Hay, 
in which he threatened the secretary If 
a claim of »40,000 was not paid, Washing­ 
ton pr»lle<> say Beuque had been In the 
Iihotographic bu.siness in Hamburg, but 
was eom|K;Iled to leave the country, sell­ 
ing out his business. Beuque claimed, at 
a great sacrifice. This is the origin of 
his grievance and his demand that Sec­ 
retary Hay secure his reimbursement from 
the German government. 
It Is claimed 
Beuque had written letters on the subject 
to various presidents and secretaries of 
state since the Harrison administration, 
non, however, threatening in tone until 
this letter to Hay, In which he declared 
if Hay did not attend to his claim he 
would attend to Hay. 
Beque expressed 
satisfaction when urrested, declaringn the 
public would aid him getting his money. 


Washington. Sept. 5.—The following au­ 
thorized statement was given the Asso­ 
ciated Press to night: 


"It l.s understood the action taken in 
the case of Beuque, the writer of threat­ 
ening letters, was not instigated at the 
Instance o f’the secretary of state. The 
secretary receives a good many such let­ 
ters and as a rule pays no attention to 
them. In this case the letter came into 
the hands of officials of the state depart­ 
ment, who thought It showed a disposition 
which might lead to mischief. Beuque's 
threats were not aimed especially at the 
secretary of state and it was not thought 
likely he would make a journey to Wash­ 
ington to carry them out, but being .so 
much nearer to Oyster Bay It was feared 
his disordercid mind might lead 3ilm 
there. For this reason It was suggested 
to proper officers that the m atter should 
be looked into.”

Have Advaneed Millions of Dol­ 
lars Expended Upon Exposl- 
tloD and are now Facing De­ 
mand for Money 
to Move 
Crops. 


New York, Sept. 5.—For the third time 
Walter J. Travis , has won the amateur 
golf championship of the United States. 
He won his third victory to day In the 
final 36-hole round of the national tourna­ 
ment by 5 up, 4 to play. Eben M. Byers, 
of Pittsburg, was the runner-up. 
Byers 
was also the runner-up last year, being 
beaten by Louis N. James, of Chicago, 
who was defeated In the first round of 
Ihe 
national 
tournament. 
Byers beat 
Travis in last year’s championship by one 
hole, but the veteran champion of the 
two preceding years had his revenge to 
day. 
Travis played superior golf and 
while from the tees honors were about 
oven, Travis was far ahead of his op­ 
ponent in approaching and putting. He 
approached with machlne-like accuracy 
and the sureness of his putting at from 
three to ten feet was a feature. 


WILL LEAVE VATICAN: 


Rome, Sept. 5.—The pope has ordered 
that estimates of the cost of repairing 
the Lateran palace be asked for, with a 
view to rendering it habitable. The build­ 
ing Is now in a dilapidated condition and 
is used as a museum. It was formerly the 
summer residence of the popes. 
Thé 
pope’îs idea of repairing the palace Is 
highly recommended, and Is taken as 
showing his inclination not to remain 
immured in the Vatican. 


ROBBED EXPRESS COMPANY. 


Kansas City, Sept. 5.—Albert Andrews, 
an employe of the Wells Fargo Express 
company. Is under arrest here, charged 
with having sytematically stolen pack­ 
ages from the company during the past 
two years. 
Andrews, police say, con­ 
fessed to forty robberies, the total value 
of which amounts to many thousands of 
dollars. 


OFFICIAL INFORMATION. 


Belgrade, Sept. 6.—An official note con­ 
cerning recent arrests of Sertlan army 
officers says twenty-eight officers, mostly 
lieutenants, were arrested on charges of 
insubordination. 
Their disciplinary ex­ 
amination Is proceeding.

Chicago, Sept. 5.—Secretary Shaw was 
In Chicago to day on the way to Dead- 
wood, S. D., to attend a meeting of the 
American mining congress. It was under- 
Btood he had taken action to relieve St. 
Louis banks from the strain incident to 
expenditures on account of the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition. Asked as to what 
action he had taken Secretary Shaw 
said: 


••The banks at St, I^uls have advanced 
directly probiibly 13,000,000 of the tlO.000,000 
exi>ended upon the exposition grounds 
and buildings, and Indirectly nearly the 
entire amount. In addition to this they 
have advanced $2,000,000 or $3.000,000 to con­ 
cessionaires. 
They are now facing the 
annual demand for money to move crops 
In the southwest and arc shipping out 
from $^,000 to 1300,000 per day. The gov 
emment In a certain sense has accepted 
a co-partnership Interest In 
the 
ex­ 
position. 
At least It has appropriated 
$5,000,000 to aid the exposition. 
This Is 
available only to meet current expendi­ 
tures. To relieve the present situation, 1 
have arranged to deposit $2,500,000 In the 
banks of St. I-rf»uls. 
This would be no 
advantage to the banks If they were com­ 
pelled to purchase government bonds as 
security therefor. 
They have tried to 
borrow the bonds, but they are not avail­ 
able. In order to assist the banks such 
securities as banks can furni.sh must be 
accepted. 
The banks can furnish such 
securities as the legrislature of New York 
has approved for savings banks; and I 
have agreed to accept the same as secur­ 
ity for the $2,500,000 at 50 per cent of 
their par value. 
In other words the 
banks will deposit ^,000,000 of state and 
municipal bonds, such as New York ap­ 
proves as security foi* money belonging 
to widows and orphans. And upo^ this 
$5,000,000 the government 
will 
deposit 
12,500,000. 
This, however, is Intended as 
a temporary loan and will be gradually 
recalled as the $5,000,000 appropriation is 
expended.

WANTS HIS FREEDOM 


Millionaire Trying to Free Hiu|- 
self St Insanity Cliarge. 


Racine, Wis., Sept. 5.-Charles Edward 
Shevellh, a millionaire lumberman of 
Minneapolis, came here this morning In* 
cus3tod> of a deputy sheriff and applied 
to the cifiBtiit court for a writ of habeas 
corpus requirtiig those who held him 
to appear before tiie court and show 
cause why he should n;>t be set free. 
He had been detained at a sa^ ’tarium near 
Lake, Geneva and Is now tryliic, to free 
himself from an Insanity charge. 


COURTMARTIAL CASES. 


Washington, Sept. 5.—Two courtmartial 
cases, in which the dismissal of accused 
officers Is Involved» are under considera­ 
tion by the judge advocate general of the 
army. One of the cases is that of Lieu­ 
tenant Hamilton Foley, Fifth cavalry, re­ 
cently stationed in the Philippines, who 
was convicted of financial delinquencies 
and sentenced to be dismissed. The other 
case is that of Lieut.

Fourteenth infantry, also stationed in the 
Philippines, who was convicted of con­ 
duct unbecoming an officer and a gen­ 
tleman, and sentenced to dismissal.

OOHMANDEB PEABYH 


W ill 3Iake Anotber Effert to 
Reaek the Nortb Pole—Will 
Start Next July. 


Washington, 
Sept. 
5. — Commander 
P^ary has decided to make another dash 
for the north pole. He has been granted 
a three years leave of absence and has 
been as.sured of the hearty sympathy of 
both Prie.sldent Roosevelt and Acting Sec­ 
retary of Navy Darling. He proposes the 
ship and all Its fittings shall be of Ameri­ 
can construction. 
He expects to start 
with the expedition about July 1 next. 
Upon arriving at the Whale sound region 
he will take on board a large number of 
Eskimos and establish a permanent base 
at Cape Sabine. Thence he will force his 
way northward to Grant I.<and, where he 
hopes to establish winter quarters on 
the northern shore. As far as practicable 
along the route he will establish caches. 
The following February, with the earliest 
returning light, he will start due north 
over the polar pack with a small light 
pioneer party and followed by the large 
main party. He expects to accomplish the 
distance to the pole and return In about 
a hundred days. 
Distinctive feaitures 
of Peary’s plan are the use of individual 
sledges with comparatively light loads, 
drawn by dogs; adoption of Essklmo 
methods and costume and fullest utiliza­ 
tion of the Eskimo themselves. Peary be­ 
lieves the advantages of his plan and 
route are a fixed land base lOO miles nearer 
the pole than any other route; a more 
rigid ice pack extending further pole­ 
ward than Is to be found on the opposite 
side of the pole; a wider land base on 
which to retreat and well beaten line of 
communication and retreat from winter 
quarters to comparatively low latitudes, 
which Is practicable at any season of the 
year. 


STEAM AND ELECTRIC ROAD. 


Cincinnati, Sept. 5.—The Ohio River *& 
Coumbus Railway company has filed a 
mortgage at Washington Court House for 
fl,000,ono In favor of the Union Savings 
Bank and Trust company of Cincinnati 
to .secure bonds for construction of a 
steam and electric road from Columbus. 
Ohio, to Maysville, Ky. 
This line was 
partly surveyed over fifty years ago, the 
most direct one between the lake and 
Ohio valley. 


FASTING FOR SCIENCE. 


New York, Sept. 5.~Stepney G. Playsted, 
of Williamsburg, is attempting to fast 
for forty days for purely scientific pur­ 
poses. 
He declares he has already ac­ 
complished two weeks of that time and 
last night after an examination by phy­ 
sicians he was pronounced to be in excel­ 
lent condition. His purpose is to demon­ 
strate that a man living on one and a 
half pints of water, or less, a day can 
retain all his phy.sical strength and men­ 
tal forces and be able to go about his 
work In the usual way. 
Playsted is a 
press builder. 


VIOLATED SHIPPING ACT. 


Mobile, Ala., Sept. .5—J. Vennergesen, 
master of the 
Norwegian 
steamship

Cuba, under charter of the Munson line, 
was charged by United States Commis­ 
sioner Rickarby last night with violating 
the United States shipping law foi^lddlng 
the payment of advance wages to seamen. 
At the request of the captain, the case 
went over a day. The case will be stub­ 
bornly fought on the proposition that 
the United States has no jurisdiction over 
foreign shipping. The supreme court re­ 
cently decided to the contrary.

MOTHER AND 
CHIUtREN DEAD 


DECOMPOSED BODIES ARE 
FOUND IN HOUSE 


Investigation 
Developed 
the 
Family Died From Poisoning 
—Woman*« Fear of Divorced 
Husband tbe Cause of tbe Act. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 5.—The bodies of Mrs. 
Ro.sa Lieser, 35 years old, and her two 
children, Gottfried, 16 years and Mary, 
16, were fotmd by police to day in their 
home« on Germantown avenue. The mother 
and son were lying on a couch clasped in 
each others' arms and the daughter’s 
body was lying on three chairs at the 
foot of the couch. The bodies were de­ 
composed. 


Mrs, Leiser and her children came here 
from Zurich, Switzerland, five months 
ago. 
She and her son were employed 
in a silk mill. None of the family had 
been seen by neighbors since last Wed­ 
nesday. 


Police and coroner investigation de­ 
veloped the fact the family had died 
from poisoning. It Is believed they agreed 
to end their 
lives 
together. 
Charles 
Leiser. brother of the dead woman, ex­ 
pressed the opinion that fear of her hus­ 
band, from whom she was divorced, was 
the cause of the act. The husband is in 
Switzerland, but, according to Leiser, had 
written his former wife announcing his 
intention of coming to 
this 
country. 
Leiser said his sister had expre.ssed fears 
she would suffer violence at his hands. 
The family were not In want, as Mrs. 
Lei.ser had a small account with a local 
trust company. 


FOUND GUILTY 


Jury at Danville Finds Verdict 
Against Twelve Rioters. 


Danville,* III., Sept. 5.—Verdicts of guilty 
were returned shortly 
after 
midnight 
against twelve rioters who assaulted the 
Danville Jail July 25. The following were 
found guilty: 
Bessie Dodge, 
Winfield 
Baker, Jeck W^altoiii WIlHam Redw'ne, 
Mlnce Mobaker, John Isom, Isaac New­ 
ton Slad, John Robertson, Thomas Bell, 
Horace Murphy, Adam Merry, D. L. Meni­ 
fee. 
Richard Roberts and John Kress 
were aqcuitted. 


The charge was "Assaulting the Dan­ 
ville jail with intent to commit murder.” 


The trial has been on for several days. 
Most of the defendants tried to prove 
alibles or to prove they were innocent by­ 
standers. Sheriff Whitlock and his depu­ 
ties, who defended the Jail agamst the 
assault of the mob, identified all of those 
convicted. During the afternoon Richard 
Roberts turned state’s evidence and iden­ 
tified five defendants as persons whom he 
saw in the mob. 
He Identified Bessie 
Dodge and said she stood on a wagon and 
urged the mob to lynch Sheriff W’^hit- 
lock.

There are eight other men under in­ 
dictment, but they may not be tried, as 
those found guilty are said to be the 
ringleaders. 
The convicted persons are 
liable to penitentiary sentence. 


MIUTIA DECISION 


Entitled to Pay, Subsistence and 
Transportation Allowances 
-—Mining Statistics. 


Washington, .Sept. 5.—The war depart­ 
ment has published a decision of the con­ 
troller of the trea.sury, in which he holds 
that any portion of organized militia that 
.«hall «engage In actual field or camp ser­ 
vice^ for 
instruction, 
and 
organized 
militia of any state or territory that shall 
participate In any encampment, man­ 
euvers and field instruction of any part 
of the regular army, at or near any post 
or camp on lake or sea coast defenses of 
the United States, are entitled to pay, 
subsistance and transportation allowances 
for the entire perlo<l from the time when 
such mllltla shall start from their home 
rendezvous to the time of their return 
to their home rendezvous. 


MINING STATISTICS. 


The director of census to day announced 
that •‘complete and satisfactory ^reports 
had been received by the census bureau 
for its mining statistics from a large 
number of coal mining companies of 
Pennsylvania, including many of the prin­ 
cipal companies. 
While some time has 
elapsed since the census schedules were 
sent out and w-hile there is apparently 
some delay on the part of other com­ 
panies in supplying the required Informa­ 
tion, the ecnsus office has no reason to 
believe any of these delinquents will re­ 
fuse to fill the schedule and has not yet 
pre.ssed them for a report.”
